** place where you learn the form of lan- 
guage that says one thing and means an- 
other,” and said: 

“If you wish your childrén to learn how 
to gay one thing and mean another, do not 
send them to a school of diplomacy, let 
them enter politfes. 

The ‘‘man of promises’ looked sober at 
this point, while persons in the audience 
laughed and nodded their heads knowingly 
at one Snother. 


Little Chance for Doubt. 


There was less chance for doubt about 


“Speaker Sherman's intent toward the Gov- 


ernor when he said: 
“ Any officer of the State who uses any 


part of the school system as means for the 


of his abjects.and ambi- } 
tions has ‘committed a erime against the 


welfare: of the State. Let him answer for 
it at the bar of public opinion. 

“Party strife must cease at the school- 
house door. The man in official life who uses 
any part of the school system aS party plun- 
der is a public enemy. The infants deprived 
by fate of the special senses, the feeble- 
minded, all the homeless unfortunate chil- 
dren of Illinois are now the wards of the 
State. Their care is part of the school sys- 
tem of 5,000,000 people. There is but one 
standard by which to measure those to whose 
care such children are committed: merit, 
fitness for the work they assume to do. . 


; Keep the Partisan Out. 

** Let the voice of the partisan be stilled by 
public opinion. If legislation is necessary, let 
it be unenacted until at. least the entire 
school system of Illinois shall be unvexed by 
the spoilsman’s hand. Let the partisan vul- 
tures, keen scented for spoils, be forever 
driven from the educational and charitable 
pay rolls of the State.’’ 

** Nor was the application of a story told 
by Mr. Sherman to illustrate the possibilities 
of inheritance lost on his audience: “A 
man’s good name,” he said, *“* may be inherit- 
ed; his attributes cannot.” . ~ 

The story he told concerned the baptism of 
two convicts in the Joliet Penitentiary. The 
guards baptized an unconverted ‘*‘ McCar- 
thy,’’ mistaking his identity for that of a con- 
verted man by the same name.

Mr. Bartel said that on Christmas morning 
his wife arranged the gifts for the children, 
ang, donning a small shawl, said she was 
going to the store to purchase the breakfast. 

At 11 o’clock William 
Anderson, 1716 Dewey cgurt,. found her body 
in the lake. 

Christmas eve, Mr. Bartel said, she read 
about a man who committed suicide because 
of nervousness and grip. He says she re- 
marked then that she was suffering with 
the same trouble. 

Mystery in Suicide Notes. 

Captain Pecoy of the Lincoln Park police J 
is mystified at the finding of a note purport- 
ing to be’written by Irvan Jurgerson and 
saying he had committed suicide yesterday 
afternoon at the foot of Surf street, within 
a few feet of the spot) where the body of Mrs. 
Bartel was found. The note was lying under 
a smal! stone within-a few feet of the water,

From) the Street Cleaning bureau comes 
a similar report that but two men applied 
for employment and they were promised 
work today, while many more were needed. 


Say Work Was Denied Them. 

” For a week I have been sending men to 
the headquarters at Randolph street via- 
duct,”’ said Assistant County Agent Charles 
F. Pasdeloup yesterday. ‘“‘ Many of them 
came back and told me their applications had 
been rejected. Owing to the fact that they 
were penniless and had to have something 
to live on before the first pay day, I issued 
food to them and then directed them to the 
street cleaning office. I sent at least fifty 
before|Christmas, and at least a dozen today. 
I have|/not heard of a single one being put to 
work."! | 

Only Two Asked Work. 


The heads of the street cleaning force: ex- 
pressed astonishment when told of the Coun- 
ty Agent's story. 

“We had two applicants who came from 
the County Agent today, but they are the 
first,”’| said Assistant Superintendent A. L.

Due to Broken Chain. : 

The breaking of a hoisting chain on an 
electric traveling crane in the shipping de- 
partment of the works was the cause of the 
accident. 

A ninety-foot girder, made for the Illinois 
Central railroad company to form part of a 
bridge across the Yazoo River, had been 
swung clear of the ground and was about 
to be loaded on a flat car for shipment when 
the hoisting chain, which runs six times 


| through the pulley blocks, parted... There was 


a report like a gun shot, and the twenty-five 
tons of metai went crashing to the floor. 
Thirty men were working under or near thé 
girder. 


~ Warning Cry Saves Many. 

When the chain broke Engineer William 
Murray, in charge of the crane, gave a cry 
of warning. and some of the workmen were 
able to get out of the way or drop to the 
floor between blocks of wood, which pre- 
vented the girder from crushing them. - 

The three men who were killed were not — 
working on the crane, but were engaged in 
painting other girders that stood on the 
floor. One man was riding on the girder 
when it fell. He came down with it and 
was thrown about fifteen feet, but did not 
sustain even a scratch. 3 


Crash and Then Death. 

Herman Rackow, shipping clerk, who is 
no relation to Albert Rackow, who Was 
killed, had just left a spot under the crane 
when he heard the chain snap and the rat- 
tling of the Hnks through the sheaves. He 
glanced back and saw the loose ends of the 
chain gyrating in the air and a shower of 
sparks coming from the rapidly spinning 
pulleys. 

As the big girder settled on the flooring 
with a crash it toppled over on its side to 
the eastward, and knocking over two ten-ton 
girders which had been braced upright with 
props. Had it fallen a few inches farther it 
would have toppled over another girder of 
the same size which also was about to be 
shipped. 

Underneath the falling iron the workmen 
were pinioned. They could not escape from 
their imprisonment until the girders were 
righted. Swan, Craven, and Rackow were 
instantly killed by the twenty-five-ton 
weight. 

Hogan, Doyle, and Warner, who were en- 
gaged in painting the smaller girders, were 


@truck by the mass of iron as it fell on its 


side. 
Blocks of Wood Crushed. e 

Blocks of wood eighteen inches thick were 
crushed where the girder struck. The piat- 
form to the weighing scales was demolished. 


Throughout’ the bullding a cloud of dust 


arose. When the three girders fell over on 
the floor a din which drowned the cries for 
help and appeals of the imprisoned and 


‘wounded men filled the building. 


From all parts of the plant, which covers 
ten acres of ground, employés hastened to 
the shipping-room, but it was impossible 
to aid the victims until the pieces of iron 
could be righted. 


Lift Girder from Victims. | 

Thomas Murray, a brother of the engineer 
of the disabled crane, was in charge of a 
traveling crane about fifty feet west of the 
one that broke. As soon as the chain parted 
he applied the power to his own crane and 
moved to a point immediately over the fal- 
len girder. One by one the girders were 
lifted on end and securely supported. As 
each section of iron was righted men with 
soiled faces and blinded“by the dust arose or. 
were assisted from between the wooden 
blocks, which had saved their lives. | 

Police ambulances arrived and mangted_ 
bodies of the dead, were taken to the morgue 
and the injured were taken to their homes 
or the County Hospital. 

News of the accident spread rapidly 
throughout the neighborhood, and relatives 
of the 700 workmen employed in the,plant 
flocked to the scene.

Kitchener’s Official Report. 

The following dispatch from General 
Kitchener, dated at Johannesburg yester- 
day, tells all that is at present known of the 
affair: 

“Rundle reports that Colonel Firman’'s 
camp at -Tweefontein was successfully f 
rushed on the night of Dec. 24 by a considera- 
ble force of Boers under De Wet. I fear the 
casualties were heavy... Firman’s column 
consisted of the Thirty-fourth, Thirty-fifth, 
Thirty-sixth, and Fifty-third companies of 
Imperial Yeomanry, one gun of the Seventy- 
ninth Battery, and one-pompom. They were 
guarding the -head of the blorkhouse line 
from Harrismith to Bethlehem. The First 
and Second Imperial Light Horse have gone 
in pursuit of thé Boers.’ 


Where Battle WasFought. 

Boer resistance has always been strong in 
that part of the Orange River Colony which 
Was the scene of General De Wet's Christ- 
mas coup.

INFECTED SERUM WAS GIVEN 
OUT BY NEGRO JANITOR. 


Inquiry by Mayor Wells of St. Louis 
Develops Confession from Henry R. 
Taylor, Who Told the Facts. 


St. Louls, Mo., Dec. 26.—Before the tetanus 
court of inquiry today Henry R. Taylor, jan- 
itor for the chemical and bacteriological di- 
‘visions of the Health department, admitted 
under oath that he issued for public use the 
toxic anti-diphtheritic serum which caused 
the recent deaths of thirteen children from 
tetanus. 

He distributed the vials, properly labeled, 
he stated, because the supply of diphtheria 
antitoxin had become exhausted early tn 
October, and he did not believe that the 
serum was “ bad enough to kil! children."’ 

Taylor is a negro. He has held city posi- 
tions for many years. 

Taylor then admitted that his former tes- 
timony, in which he swore that serum of 
Sept. 20 had not been distributed, was false. 

Taylor said the serum of Sept. 30 was not 
destroyed until after the trouble began, and 
that he had been trying to “ protect the whole 
office.’’

In the petition for injunction the com- 
plainants aver that the revised assessment 
imposed on their companies is enormous, 
oppressive, and confiscatory, and was made 
without. due notice to appear being served 
on them, was wholly ex parte so far as they 
and each of their predecessor companies 
were concerned. 

The complainants aver that they are in- 
formed and believe that the report of tHe 
Capital Stock committee which made the 
assessment against them was prepared in 
executive sessions; that neither the board as 
a body or any members thereof had any par- 
ticipation in pr knowledge of the amounts 
‘fixed by the assessment. 

The complainants set up the plea that they 
have been singled out as a victim from the 
great/number of corporations in the State, 
and they give figures to substantiate the 
averment. The elevated railroads of the 
City of Chicago and some of the steam rail- 
ways of Cook County are cited as instances 
where other corporations with greatly in- 
creased earnings and dividends are not taxed 
in anything like the burden imposed upon the 
street railways. It is claimed in the bill that 
after deducting taxes, operating expenses, 
interest, and rentals, only $88,232.07 was left 
last year as applicable for dividends on the 
shares of stock. 


Fight Is Over Teachers’ Taxes. 

The taxes affected by the application for 
an injunction are those extended on assess- 
ments of local corporations secured by the 
Teachers’ federation in its tax fight against | 
the State board. The assessments amount 
to $32,733,000, 

The assessments were for the 1900 tax, but 
as they were not returned by the State board . 
until this year, a question arose as to which 
tax rate should be used. In case last year’s 
rate were applied to assessments made this 
yearg there might be a question as to the 
validity of the extensions, while the same 
question arises when the 1901 rate is ap- 
plied to assessments that ought to have been 
made in 1900. County Clerk Knopf has se- 
cured advice from the county legal depart- 
ment and has adopted one of the rates. 
Which it is hé declines to tell, asserting 
that the rate used in making the extensions 
is the only one that he could have taken 
without jeopardizing the collection. 

_ Declares Action Too Late. 3 

“s The taxes are on the books and the no- 
tice was served too late,””’ Mr. Knopf said. 
“I heard that the traction sompanies had 
such a move under contemplation, so I got 
ahead of them. The taxes have been ex- 
tended, and in such a manner that the courts 
cannot touch them. For evident reasons I 
am not going to divulge the manner in which 
they were extended.”’ 

Assistant County Attorney Shepard main- 
tains that the extension of the taxes nar- 
rows the fight down to the point where it 
properly belongs. He says that the injunc- 
tion suit should strike at the collecting offi- 
cer rather than at the official who merely 
acts in a ministerial capacity. 

Attorney Greenacre, counsel for the Teach- 
ers’ federation, says that the teachers will 
follow the injunction case, although they 
will probably not take any active part in it. 

* We have won our fight,”’ he said, “ andit 
now rests with the proper officials to carry 
the results to their proper end. If we are 
called on, of course we shall give such Help 
as we can. For the rest, we intend to watch 
the case to see that nothing goes wrong.”’

An examination for Inspectors of Police 
has Deen ordered for Jan. 15 by the Civil 
Service commission. At most only the thir- 
jeen Captains now on the fotce will be eligible 
jp take it, and perhaps only six of these. 
Neither Acting Inspectors Hartnett, Heidel- 
meler, and Kalas, or Inspegtors Hunt, and 
Shea, the two holdovers, Aan participate.’ 
The latter two can still (id their present 
positions if the Mayor so. decides, The three 
gmt named, however, will have to drop to 
Uevtenants @ soon as the eligible list se- 
gred by the examination is posted. _ 

The order for the examination is the result 
of the recent decision of the Supreme Court 
sustaining the qua of Judge Tuley in the 


Ipspec ry cas Judge Tuley ruled not only 
that all examination for places over the 
yank of patrolmen must be promotional, but 
that only officers who had served more than 
g year in the next lower rank were entitled 
take it. Holdovers of the same rank for 
which the examination is to be held are ex- 
duded. Hartnett, Heidelmeter, and Kalas 
were only Lieutenants when they took the 
samination for Inspectors. Assistant Su- 
gerintendent Ptacek was also held to be il- 
lgaliy named for his place, but no examina- 
tien for it has been yet ordered, and none can 
Beuntil the Inspectors to be chosen by the 
one ordered y esterday have serveda year, as 
felther Inspectors Hunt ar Shea care for the 

place, and they are the only eligibles. 


Some Captains, Too, in Doxfbt.. 

* There is some doubt also as to the correct- 
ness of the decision of the Civil Service com- 
mission that the present thirteen Captains 
are entitied to take the examination for In- 
epectors. As to Captains Wheeler, Schutt- 
ler, Madden, Barcal, Campbell, and Gibbons 
there is no dispute, as they are holdovers. 
The other seven, however, were appointed 
as the result of the examination held two 
years ago, and under the Tuley decisien 
that €Xamination was illegal.

MICHIGAN COMMISSIONER ASKS 
FOR CONFERENCE. 


Five Fatal Accidents Caused by Mis- 
taking Signals and Ranning Past - 
Turn-Out Stations—Over 100 Lives 
Lost in Single State as Result of 
Head-On Collisions Between Loco- 
motives — Remedy Is Demanded 


Without Delay. 


Lansing, Mich., Dec, 26.—[Special.]—One 
man was killed and several! others badly in- 
jured in a wreck on the Canadiaw Pacific to- 
day. The wreck was caused by an engine 
running past the station where it should 
have turned out to wait for the express to 
pass. 

accident happened Sault Ste. 
Marie and several of the mer hurt were resi- 
dents of this State. 

Fatalities Too Frequent. 


This is the fifth fatal accident on Mneg 
operating in Michigan caused by mistaken 


orders and running past stations, the most 


serious being the one on the Wabash near 
Beneca, Mich., a few weeks ago. 

The Wabash accidént has suggested to 
Railroad Commissioner Osborn the idea of 
addressing a communication to the general 
managers of all railroads operating in Mich- 
igan asking their advice as to the desirability 
of calling a conference of operating officials 
for the purpose of adopting’ changes in the 
standard code of train orders with a view 
to increased safety. 


Suggests Changes in Code. 

In this communication, which was issued | 
this week, Commi sisoner Osborn says that) 
the Wabash trainmeh operated strictly tn 
accordance with 
code, which he grants ts the product of the 
best minds in railroading, but asks if some 
changes may not be necessary. 

He recommends that the conductor signal 
the engineer and recé¢ive his response, “ for, 
this sigmal is sure to be heard by the engine- 
man, or there is no reply trom him. In that 
case the ssignal from the, comductof can be 
repeated, while the condugicr might not hear 
the whistle of the locomotive. Ineither case 
the engineman and conductor should signal 
ome amother so that they Know that they are 
understood.”’ 

The commissioner also recommends that. 
when two or more meeting points are made 
in one order, that some cistinctive form of 
order be used to impress upon trainmen its 
complex nature. It is further suggested that 
the rules be so revisetl as to provide for fire- 
men receiving a copy of every order, to act 
as a check on the engineer. 

Wreck Leads to Loss of Life. 

Cincinnati, O., Dec, 26.--Unable to see the 
flagman’'s. signal on account of the fog, the 
engineer of the south-bound Chicago 
press on the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton road was unable to stop his train at 
Tiartwell today until it had struck a freight 
crossing the track and demolished three 
freight cars.

Through it all the admission of women as 
delegates Aroused the most Interest. 

The different annual conferences have 
been voting on the new constitution for a 
year and a half, and the subject has been 


the principal topic interest among Bish-. 


ops, clergymen, and laymen ever since the 
adjournment of the general conference. 
The vote, however, was exceedingly close 
at times, and the final result seemed in 
doubt until the ballots had been revised and 
the vote officially announced. . 

The result is interpreted as a victory for 
the younger and more liberal element in the 
church. With few exceptions, the confer- 
ences embracing the large cities voted in 
favor of the changes proposed by the new 
constitution. The Southern States and the 
missionary conferences in China, India, Ja- 
pan, and those in other foreign countries 
gave large majorities for the new laws.

GOV. JOHN R. ROGERS DEAD. 


Executive of Washington Dies at His 
Home in Olympia After Illness 
of Several Days. 


Tacoma, Wash., Dec. 26.—[Special.]—Gov- 
ernor Rogers died at 8 o’clock tonight. The 
death of Governor Rogers will have an im- 
portant immediate bearing upon the politics 
of the State, all of the State offices except 
the Governor elected at the last election 
being Republicans, 

Henry McBride, the Lieutenant Governor, 
was nominated and elected in order to carry 
out an equable geographical division of the 
offices, and there was no thought of his 
being called to assume the rdle of Chief Ex- 
ecutive of the State. 

During his tegm as President of the Senate 
he was a leader, so far as he could: be in 
his position, in favor of the minimum rate

bill and a railway commission. He fought 
the railroad.lobby consistently and rigidly 


and, like some others, never seemed to 
know When he was beaten. 

His attitude respecting the Northern Secu- 
rities company is not known, but judging by 
his anti-railroad proclivilties exhibited dur- 
ing the last legislative session it is reason- 
able to suppose he will give the conference 
of Governors and the legal fight of the At- 
torney General of Minnesota a more prompt 
and consistent support than could have been 
expected from Governor Rogers. - 
‘Governor Rogers was taken sick Friday 
evening with a cold, which developed into 
pneumonta, On Sunday his condition was 
such as to alarm his friends, but on Monday 
afternoon the Governor was much better, 
and it was thought the danger had been 
passed. A consultation of physicians was 


held, and it, developed the fact that the pa- 


tient was progressing as well as could be 
expected, 

On Tuesday it was announced that the 
Governor’ was suffering from. lobar pneu- 
monia. The disease was then located inthe 
middle lobe of the right lung. It was impos- 
sible to say until Wednesday was passed 
whether the disease would spread. Favor- 
able symptoms continued, but early today 
the Governor was suddenly taken worse, and 
he succumbed at 8 o'clock tonight. 


John R. Rogers was born in Brunswick 
Me., on Sept. 4, 1838. He was educated in his 
native town, learned the drug business in 
Boston, and followed it for some years in 
Mississippi and Maine. He engaged in farm- 
ing in Iowa and Kansas, and heid several 
public offices in the latter State, serving as 
a Commissioner of Harvey County for some 
years. He established and was editor for 
three years of the Kansas Commoner, now 
published at Wichita. He went to Washing- 
ton in 1890, locating in Puyallup, where ne 
ped since resided. He had been engaged 
there in real estate and merchandising busi- 
ness and had done considerable literary 
work. He was author of several books and 
pamphlets on economical and sociological 
topics, the most of which have been published 
since he cametothe State. Governor Rogers 
left a widow and several children,

Mr. Norton had difficulty in securing his 
exequatur from Turkey, that government 
declining at first to grant the necessary 
authorization on the grourld that there was 
mo commerce at Harput to warrant it. 

He says that the two vilayets of Mamour- 
et-Ul Aziz and Diarbekir compose the con- 
sular district, and during 1900 the trade ag- 
gregated something over $4,000,000, evenly 
divided between exports and imports. 

There is much to favor the growth of com- 
mercial ties between Asiatic Turkey and 
the ‘United States, says Mr. Norton. The 
American educational effort at Harput has 
had widespread influence. Contact for near- 
ly a half century with American teachers, 
American methods, and American tamily 
life has led to a high admiration for all 
that bears the stamp of American make, 
and to a deep-seated confidence in Ameri- 
can integrity and business principles. The 
region thus is in a particularly receptive 
mood for American ¢Gommercial enterprise. 

The establishment of the consulate in Jan- 
vary last, it is stated, was followed by 
prompt efforts to open direct trade rela- 
tions with the United States.

Boston, Mass., Dec. 26.—[Special. ]—Presi- 
dent Pritchett of the Institute of Technology 
has written to the Rev. William T. Worth 
of the Methodist Ministers’ association 
which passed fesolutions denouncing the

‘“*I regret that I have been put forward 
as an advocate of a beer culture. I am 
not likely to advise any man to drink beer or 
wine.

New York, Dec. 26.—Edgar Stanton 
Maclay, who refused to resign as special 
laborer in the office of the general store- 
keeper of the navy yard, was summarily dis- 
charged today. Maclay went to the naVy 
yard as usual today and prepared to resume 
his duties. Pay Director Putnam went to 
Maclay’s desk, read him the telegram of dis- 
missal received from Washington yesterday, 
and told him that he was dismissed. Maclay 
left the yard immediately. Hesaid he would 
return at the usual time tomorrow, prepared 
to go to work. 


Civil Service Rule Applies. 


Washington, D. C., Dee. 26.—The Civil 
Service commission today notified Edgar S. 
Maclay, the historian recently employed in 
the Brooklyn navy yard, that his removal 
from his position at that point was not in 
violation of the civil service act. This 
notification is contained in a letter written to 
Maclay by President Procter of the commis- 
sion, and is in reply to an inquiry from him. 


Maclay Seeks Opinion. 


Maclay's letter is as follows: 
*‘ Office of the General Storekeeper, Navy 
Yard, New York, Dec. 24, 1901.—John 


—Sir: On Dec. 23 (yesterday) I received the 
following communication from the Socre- 
tary of the Navy: 

“* Sir: I am directed by the President to 
ask Edgar 8S. Maclay, special laborer, gen- 
eral storekeeper’s office, navy yard, New 
York, to send in his resignation. | 

***Joun D. Lone, Secretary.’ 

“ This. communication was addressed to 
the commandant of this navy yard and was 
duly forwarded to me. _ I desire to get an 
authoritative opinion from the Civil! Service 
commission on the following points: 

** First—Has the President of the United 
States any authority, under the laws gov- 
erning civil service, to demand the resigna- 
tion of a civil service employé in the classi- 
fled list? 

** Second—Has the President the authority 
or power to cauge the dismissal of any civil 
service employé without preferring charges 
in writing and giving said employé an oppor- 
tunity in which to make a defense? 

** 8. MAcLAyY.” 


President Procter’s Opinion. 

To this the commission replied as follows: 

**Dec. 26, 1901.—Mr. Edgar 8S. Maclay, 
Office of the General Storekeeper, Navy 
Yard, New York, N. Y¥.—Sir: The commis- 
sion fs in receipt of your letter of Dec. 24, 
1901, asking its opinion upon the following 
questions: 

*** Has the President of the United States 
any authority under the laws governing civil 
service to demand the resignation of a civil 
service employé in the classified list? 

‘“* Has the President the authority or 
power to cause the dismissal of any civil 
service employé without preferring charges 
in writing and giving said employé an oppor- 
tunity In which to make a defense?’ 

**In response you are informed that it is 
contrary to the practice of the commission 
to undertake to answer hypothetical ques- 
tions. Your separation from the service, 
according to the facts in. your case, as they

the order of the SecPetary of the Navy, in 
whom the power of removal rests: The de- 
mand for your resignation, followed by 
your removal, upon the direction of the 
President, through the Secretary of the 
Navy, was not in violation of the civil service 
act and rules, in view of the well-known 
facts in your case. 

‘The object of the rule requiring notice 
and a hearing was to prevent political re- 
movals. or removals upon secret charges 
No issue of this kind is involved in your case.

Removal of Maclay Justifiable. 


President Procter of the Civil Service 
commission also gave out the following 
statement bearing upon the case: 

“The commission has always held, as 
shown in its thirteenth report, Jan. 1, 1897: 

‘“‘* The civil service actjdid not intend that 
incompetent persons shpuld be retained in 
office. The authority 4f removal and its 
exercise for proper reasons are, necessary 
for the discipline and the efficiency of the 
public service. The power of removal is not 
affected by the law or the rules, further than 
that they provide that removals shall not be 
made for political or religious reasons.’ 

‘“‘The rule of the President, July 27, 1897, 
requiring that a person should only be re- 
moved for just cause, and upon reasons in 
writing, and after an opportunity for making 
answer, was for the purpose of preventing 
political or religious removals, or removals 
upon secret charges, but was in no way in- 
tended to curtail the power of removal for 
just cause. | 

‘‘ Under this rule the reasons for a removal 
are to be a matter of record, but it does not 
impair in the slightest degree the prompt 
exercise of the power of discipline. In dis- 
cussing this rule in the fourteenth report of 


the commission, Dec. 31, 1897, it is stated 


that ‘if the reasons are sufficient the officer | 
will not hesitate to make the removal.’ It 
cannot be asserted that Maclay’s removal 
was for political or religious reasons or upon 
secret charges, as the reasons for the depart- 
ment’s action are well known, both to 
Maclay and to the public.”

Harriet M. Van Der Vaart States Some 
Facts Learned by Committee of ~ 
Woman’s Clubs. 

Chicago, Dec. 26.—{ Editor of The Tribune. } 
—“Child labor is steadily on the increase, as 
shown by statistics of the State factory in- 
spectors, and this fact is enough to make 
any thoughtful person inquire, ‘What are the 
causes?’ 

“The Women’s Federated Clubs of the 
State of Illinois have appointed an indus- 
trial committee. Early in November this com- 
mittee began to investigate conditions under 
which people labor in factories, sweat shops, 
and stores of Chicago. This work of investi- 
gation has only begun and It is early to make 
a statement, but the general interest is such 
that the committee has been requested to 
give this partial report of their efforts. 

“ Thus far forty places have been visited 
and hundreds of toilers observed. Accord- 
ing to the State law a child may not work un- .- 
der 14 years of age. The parent is required” 
to furnish a sworn statement of the child’s 
age, if it be between 14 and 16 years. Of 
the workers seen one-fifth were children, 
and ‘a conservative estimate of this commit- 
tee would declare one-third of these affidavits 
false; thus one-third of all the children were 
under the legal age. This was notably so in 
the box’ and candy factories and in most of 
the department stores. 

“What are the general conditions under 
which the child works? We find him at the 
age of puberty, rising at 5 tin the morning, 
taking a long, cold trip in a crowded street 
car to a factory where he must labor from 7 
in the morning until 5:30 at night, with but 
one-half hour in which to partake hastily 
ofalunch. Nor are the conditions surround- 
ing him while at work conducive to health. 
The air in many places is foul, the light poor- 
ly adjusted to the eyes, the toilet accom- 
modations often inadequate and frequently 
unsanitary, and the surroundings unfavor- 
able to the development to both mind and 
body. Thus is the State jeopardizing the 
health and welfare of its future citizens for 
the sake of the mere pittance the child re- 
ceives. And what is this pittance? Ata 
liberal estimate it would average in this 
city $2.50 a week, from which must be de- 
ducted sixty cents for carfare. But what 
of the loss of vigor resulting, in the case 
of the factory child, from the tension in- 
duced by the effort of human muscle to keep 
pace with the relentless energy of the ma- 
chine. And, as tne machine is perfected, it 
needs more and more the agility of the child 
to complement it. This severe nervous strain 
comes at the time of adolescence, when not 
only physically but spiritually and mentally 
the child is awakening to new and larger 
life. If his powers are stunted at this time, a 
dulled, ineffected life follews. . | 

“ As a single example, picture the little girl 
12 yedrs old, who, in making boxes, repeats 
the same automatic motion 15,000 times a 
day. By the time she is 20 years of age, 
what strength will she have to give in service 
or to her possible future children? What is 
the popular objection brought against- legis- 
latjon which limits child labor? It is that 
the family or widowed mother needs the 
wage of the child. [s thisa fact? -The fac- 
tory ifispector’s report says that this neces- 
sity is largely overestimated... But even if it 
does exist, is it an intelligent and economic 
method of procedure for the State to allow 
the sacrifice of so large a number of its 
future citizens for the support of a few 
needy families? Surely it needs but the 
awakening of the mind of the people-to de- 
vise some less wasteful and more intelligent 
waar he present the committee feels that 
its jobservations have been too limited and 
the problems involved are too complex to ad- 
mit of its making any recommendations.

King Frederick Wiiliam IIl., however, felt 
that he had no right to decide the matter 
himself, this, too, in spite of the fact that in 
those days the Prussian monarchy was of a 
far more absdlutist character than today,and 
that the sovereign was then untrammelied 
by any such thing as a popular constitu- 
tion. Accordingly he summoned that coun- 
cil known as the “Kronrath,” which is com- 
posed of the adult Princes of the blood and 


_ ‘Phe “ Kronrath " is only summoned by the 
sovereign in moments when momentous de- 
cisions, usually of a dynastic character, have 
to be taken by the sovereign. There have 
been some Prussian reigns where it has not 
been summoned once, while other Prussian 
monarchs have contented themseives with 
calling it together twice or three times at - 
the most during their tenure of the throne. 
The Kronrath decided that the marriage 
between the then Prince William of Prussia 
and Princess Radelwil) could not take place 
without gravely impairing the prestige of 
the Hohenzollern dynasty, and giving rise 
to all sorts of questions in after times con- 
| cerning legitimacy of descent. In deference

lished “himself, with his wife, Countess Rose 
Branika, at Nieswics, in Russian Poland. 

His younger »rother, Stanisias, who will 
become chief of the Radziwill family in his 
stead on the father’s death, is now marrying 
Countess Henrietta Chotek, sister of Prin- 
cess Hohenberg, the morganatic consort of 
the heir-apparent to the throne of Austria, 
Prince Stanisias Radziwill therefore be- 
comes a brother-in-law of the future Em- 
peror of Austro-Hungary.

PRESBYTERIAN: COMMITTEE. 


Secretary, for Information of Church, 
Gives Out Statement Showing Prog- 


ress Made in Revision. 
Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 26.—The Presbyterian 
Creed Revision committee has issued the 
following statement through ite secretary, 


\the Rev. Dr. William Henry Roberts: 


“For the informafion of the church I am 
authorized to say that the Committee on 
Credal Revision met at Waghington, D. C., 
on Dec. 4 and remained in session until Dec. 
14. The work accomplished at the meeting 
consists of a ‘brief statement of the re- 
formed faith ’ in untechnical terms, and also 
a declaratory statement. The statement of 
the reformed faith is contained in sixteen 
articles and the declaratory statement cov- 
ers chapter III.; chapter X., section 38; 
chapter XXV., section 6, of the Confession 
of Faith,'as specified in the assembly’s in- 
structions to the committee; and also addi- 
tional statements as to the * gospel’ and 
‘Holy Spirit.’ 

“The work thus far done is altogether 
tentative, is not for publication, and is to be 
considered at another meeting of the com- 
mittee to be held in Philadelphia Feb. 5, 
1902. The committee also appointed a sub- 
committee of five, consisting of F. W. C. 
Humphrey, Drs. McKibbin, Fisher, Nic- 
colis, and Moffat, to prepare a tentative re- 
vision of the Confession of Faith of the sey- 
eral points contained in the Inetructione of 
the committee above named, the same to be 
consi at the February meeting, along 
with the laratory statement.’”’

Judge 
Thomas of Huron and A. G. Comings of 
Lorain withdrawing in his favor, McKinnon 
will, therefore, make the fight in the House 
against A. E. Price of Athens, the Foraker 
candidate.

Regiments of the National.Guard from all 
over the State participated in the reproduc- 
tion of the battle. The militia regiments 
were divided into three forces, representing ; 
the troops of General Washington, General 
Sullivan, and the Hessians. The fight began 
near the battle monument and continued 
down Warren and Broad streets, the Hessian 
forces, under Colonel Gilmore of the Second 
Regiment, retreating and halting at short 
distances, firing on the Advancing American 
army. This continued until the surrender. 

After the surrender the military was re- 
formed for the general parade, which was 
supplemented by the civic organizations of 
the city. The parade was reviewed by Gov- 
ernor Voorhees and 4 large number of State 
officials. 

Taylor Opera-House, where the indoor cele- 
bration took place, was packed. Governor 
Voorhees, as presiding officer, made a brief 
address. Professor Wilson of Princeton Uni- 
versity, made the principal address, write 
the history of the battle of Trenton. 

Professor Wilson, speaking of the ‘effect 
of the battle of Trenton on American inde- 
pendence, showed it to be“the pivotal point 
in the revolution. He detailed the progress 
of the United States to the present day. 

The exercises were ‘opened by Bishop Mc- 
Faul of the Catholic Diocese of Trenton, and 
closed by Bishop Scarborough of the Epis- 
copal Diocese of New Jersey. 

The fireworks display, which was to have 
taken place tonight, was postponed on ac- 
count of bad weather...
